Solomon did 
prefer thetitle of Ecelefcaftes, ( that is,a foul reconciled ro 
che Church ) before the ritle of the _ of Ferwſalem : 
Holy Theodeſius the Emperour preferred the title of memws- 
brum Eccleþe, a member of the -Chaurch , before that of 
Capnt impers, the head of the Empire ,-profeſſing that -be 
had rather be a Saint and no King, then a King and no Saint. 
And holy Conftantine rejoyced more in being the ſervant of 
Chriſt, then in being che Emperour of the world. And Zu 
they had rather be [Cn ranay rafticw, then Ethnicw 
Alexaxder ) a Chriſtian clown then a Pagan Emperour. 
Theſe holy men well knew that holineſs was the top of all 
their honour and glo .

- For I my ſelf ( ſaith he) was once a Plato- 
miſt, and did gladly bear the Chriftians reviled : but when I 
ſaw they feared not death, nor any of thoſe miſeries which did 
woſt frighten all other men, I began to conſider with my ſelf, 
that it was impoſſible for ſuch men to be lovers of pleaſure 
more then lovers of piety ;, and that made me firfs think of turn- 
ing Chriffian. Thereis nothing that hath thac influence up- 
on the judgements of men to perſwadethem, npon the con- 
ſciences of men to awe them, upon the mouthes of men to 
ſtop them, upon the hearts of men to convinee them, and 
upon the ves of men to reform them, as holineſs. Whar 
Plato once\ſfaid of his moral yertue, vjz. that if it could -be 
ſeen with bodily eyes, it wonld be beloved of all, and draw 
all hearts to it ſelf : That is moſt crue of this Theological 
grace, holineſs, holineſs is ſo beautiful and ſo lovely a thing, 
that it renders men-amiableand lovely in the yery eyes of 
their enemies. Ti/ligny for his rare yertues , was reſcued 
from death by bis greateſt enemies, at the maſſacre of Parg. 
Holineſs makes a mars face to ſhine, as it did mn h's, and 
Stephens, nothing pleaſes the eye, nor wins the heart, like 
holineſs : What 1s gold ro godlineſs, gifts to grace, parts to 
piety ? a ſpark, a ray, a beam of holineſs , will certainly 
have an influence upon the ſpirits of men , either to reſtrain 
them,or change them, or allay chem,pr ſweeten them, or win 
them, or one way or another to better them. Look as the

{noble & glorious ones. And inDas.8.24.the holy people are 
| called mighty, becauſe there are no people upon the earth, 
that have might and Majeſty ſtampr upon them as they have. 

10, Who « ſbe that looketh forth as the morning, 
fair as the Moon, clear as the Sun, and terrible 1 an Army 
with banners! The light, grace, glory and' holineſle of the 
| Church riſes by degrees: and this makes her terrible to 
all her enemies.

Earle of #«rtenburge was a great perſecuter of the Saints, and|

every grace, yea of the leaſt degree of grace, he ſaich :t & good ; 
but when he beholds che graces of his Saints freſh and fleuriſh- 
ing, your faith ated and ſtrengthened, your repentance daily 
renewed, your humiliry increaſed, &c. then he concludes, tha: 
all is very geod, O Sirs, if the Lord Jeſus Chriſt be ſo raviſhed 
with one of his Spouſes eyes, and wich one chaine of her neck, 
with the leaſt drops or ſips of grace, or with the leaſt grains and 
drams of grace and holineſs, O how euch more will great 
meaſures of grace and holineſs rake him, and raviſh him!

Secondly, Another Rule cis co pe apr inthe in- 
cerpreting of Scripture, is this, wee alwaies interpret 
choſe Ca——es thatare more dark and myſterious by rhoſe 
Scriptures that are more plain and clear, and not in- 
rerpret thoſe Scrip:ures that are plain and clear, by thoſe that 
are dark and myſterious, for this were to darken counſel: by 
words without knowledge. Now they that interpret the 
Penny in the Parable to ſignifie an equality of glory a- 
moang the Saints in Heaven; they tranſgreſs this ſecond Rule; 
for chey muſt then interpret all thoſe clear and plain Scrip- 
rures that I have brought re prove degrees of glory in Heaven 
by this dark and myſterious Parable, whereas they ſhould in- 
rerprer this dark and myfterious Parable (if I may ſoſay) b 
choſe plain and clear Scriptures that I have already cued; 
and therefore their imeerpretacion muſt be reje&ed. 'Tis true, 
of ſome Parables wee may ſay as Gregory doth, viz.

within and without ; wirhout the Hiftory was written, and 
within the myſtery was writren, Now though rhe out-ſide, 
the hiſtory of a Parable be like che Golden Por, yet the in- 
fide, the myſtery of a Parable, is like the Marra that was hid 
therein, and 'ris the Mara, the Mama, that wee muſt ſeek 
after. Look, as 'ris their wiſdome, who deal in curious rich 
fluffs char are wrought on both fides, to caſt a ſpecial eye 
upon the flowers that are on the infide of thoſe ftufts : So 'ris 
our wiſdome ro eaft a ſpecial eye upon rhe inſide of Parables, 
uponthe myſtical reference that Parables have, rhan ts lye 
poring upoathe outſide of Parables. Now the ſcope of this 
Parable 1s net ro prove that there 1s am' equality of gloty in 
Heaven, but to reprove the Jews, who being called into the 
Lords Vineyard berimes in the morning, repined and mur- 
mured chat the Gentiles, who were called in ar the lacter 
end of the day, who were called in ſome thouſand years af- 
cer them, that they ſhould rhrough the riches of grace have 
an equal ſhare wich them in the reward; and ſtand upon as 
good and as noble terms with God as themſelves, who had 
ſolong bore the hear of the day. God, to ſhew that his 
oifes, his grace, and his rewards are free, will give his pennies 
2s well to thoſe who have laboured bur a lictle, as'ro thoſe 
who have laboured much; and this is no prejudice ar all co his 


truch and juſtice, that his grace is free, But 
Thirdly and laſtly; That by che Penny wee cannor, nor 


bout Parables, may eakily draw blood inftead of milk our of 


wee may not underfiand everlaſting happineſs and blefſſed- 
neſs; but ſome other reward that Hypocrices may attain to. as 
well as fincere-hearred-Chriftians, and the reaſon is obvi- 
ous; for hee that was ſent away for his envious grumbling and 


grunting, was ſent away alſo with his Penny; rake chy Pen- 
ny, and be packing. By the Penny ſome pious Interpreters do 
underſtand ſome competent gift or other (whatever it were) 
which might be well managed and improved to advantage. 
The Vineyerd is rhe Church, and every one that is called ro 
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labour in the Vineyard, is called to labour inthe uſe and ime 
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aq; uſe of Ordinances, ſhall be ſuce co ger ſomerhing; no 
man ſhall kindle a fire on Gods Alcar for nough. And yet 
it many O&mes comes ro paſs, that thoſe who have been called 
and converted long before orhers, do yer mate no greater, 
nor no berrer yearnings on it, than. thoſe do that have been 
called and converted long after them; hee that is called ar 
che firſt hour ſomerimes gers no more than hee that is called 
at the eleventh hour. *Tis in the Trade of Chriſtianity, as it 
is in other Trades. Now you know that many men who 
have been ſer up in this or that Trade, ren, nay cwenry years 
b2fore others, yer they my times make no more yearnings, 
no more 2dvanrcage of their Trade, than they that have ſer up 
bur the ocher day, as wee ſay. Why ſo many thac have been | 
called long to the Trade of Chriftianicy before orkers, yer 
they make no more yearnings, ne more advantage of that 
Trade, than thoſe that have been called to ic bur yeſterday, 
as I may ſpeak; his gifts, his pain, tus yearnings that is cal- 
led in at the eleventh kour of the day, is many times equal to 
his that was calledin at the farſt hour of the day, Yea-I have 
formerly proved, that ſometimes many char are called later 
chan ethers, doyetin gifts and grace excel thoſe thac were 
called leng before them. Now theſe Obje&ions being an- 
ſwered, that Truch Bands firm, like Mount Ziev, viz. Thar| 
the more holineſs you have here , the more happineſs you 
ſhall have hereafcer; rhe more grace you have here on Earch) 
che more glory you ſhall have when you come to Heaven, 
And ſo I come to the ſecond thing propoſed, namely, To 
acquaint you with ſome means, helps, and direRions, that 
may inable you ro make a progreſs in holineſs, and co perfe& 
holineſs in the fear of che Lord, And 
" Firſt, If ever you would perfe& holineſs, if ever you 
would actain ts bigher degrees of holineſs than any yer 
you have attained to, then labour - ro bee more. and 
more ſenſible of your / Th, wants and deficiencies of 
grace and holineſs.

ſearch, a ſtri& ſcrutiny, he turns over a new leaf, and frames
